Espionage Is 
Business 
of the CIA 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


concrete 
headquarters 
of the 


Central Intelligence Agency are 
nestled in the wooded hills of 
Virginia, 
eight 
miles 
from 


Washington. Here, in a rustic 
setting, are planned cloak and 
dagger operations. 


Here, also, is gathered, as- 


sembled and analyzed informa- 
tion—military, economic, politi- 
cal, 
industrial, scientific—the 


United States uses to guide its 
steps in a perilous world. 


The business of espionage and 


secret operations has been de- 
scribed by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk as a "tough struggle 
going on in the back alleys all 
over the world." 


It is also so sensitive the Sen- 


ate took the unusual step Thurs- 
day of clearing the galleries of 
press and public, and locking its 
doors for 3'2 hours to wrangle 
over the Senate's supervision of 
the CIA. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 


Mike Mansfield felt the locked- 
door precaution was necessary 
lest some "rumors and hear- 
say" be spilled out in the heat of 
debate 
and damage 
both the 


CIA and the United States. 


The issue was the Senate For- 


eign Relations Committee's at- 
tempt, through a resolution, to 
put three of its members on the 
present CIA watchdog subcom- 
mittee, headed by Sen. Richard 
B. Russell, D-Ga., chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee. 
Sen J. 
W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., 


heads 
the 
foreign 
relations 


group. 


Arguing that his committee be 


given a role in overseeing CIA 
activities, 
Fulbright 
contended 


the intelligence agency is a ma- 
jor force affecting U.S. foreign 
policy. 


But in a sharp exchange be- 


fore the Senate had the galleries 
cleared, Russell accused Ful- 
bright's committee of trying to 
muscle in. 


Russell contended that practi- 


cally all 
the intelligence in- 


formation available to his CIA 
panel 
was available 
to 
Ful- 


bright's Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee—except for 
the CIA's 


"methods and sources." 


Fulbright has argued that the 


CIA had refused to give him 
information at a briefing last 
February 
about 
whether 
the 


CIA was using any overseas 
research 
or scholarship ex- 


change programs as a cover for 
agents. 


After the doors were barred 


Thursday, informants said, the 
senators spent much of their 
time arguing over the jurisdic- 
tional issues in the dispute be- 
tween the Armed Services and 
the Foreign Relations 
commit- 


tees. 


The senators had agreed not 


to divulge just what was said. A 
censored transcript is to be re- 
leased later. 


But in trying to win its point, 


the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee was fighting city hall. 


Russell made a point of order 


that the resolution 
should be 


turned over to his committee 
because he contended it had the 
jurisdiction. 


Vice 
President 
Hubert 
H. 


Humphrey, as presiding officer, 
said there was no precedent for 
this partciular conflict so he 
turned the decision over to the 
Senate itself. 


The Senate opened its doors 


and allowed newsmen and spec- 
tators to flow back into the gal- 
leries in time to see the senators 
vote 61 to 38 to support Russell's 
argument. 


Russell was pleased with his

Wnen South rebid at three 


clubs he was using the Wolff 
convention. North's rebid to 
three diamonds was the re- 
quired call and if South had 
continued 
to three spades 


North would have passed. 


However, South rebid to 


three no-trump. This bid con- 
veyed the message that South 
could have gone directly to 
three no-trump 
over two. 


Thus, 
North 
realized that 


South's club bid was in the 
nature of a mild slam try. 
North looked over his hand 
and saw that he held perfect 
cards for a slam opposite a 
club suit. 


North went to four clubs 


as an extra check to see if his 
partner did have clubs. North 
was an expert as was South 
and experts always are care- 
ful with their partner's club 
bids. 


When South went to five 


clubs North knew that South 
held a club suit. His five 
heart bid was a mild effort to 
get to a grand slam but South 
was glad to settle for six. 


The slam contract was a 


good one. South won the heart 
opening, drew trumps and 
went after spades. When the 
spade suit broke South was 
able to discard one heart and 
two diamonds from dummy. 
Then he took the diamond 
finesse. Had it worked, lie 
would have made seven. 


The slam would probably 


have been easier to bid with- 
out the Wolff convention but, 
as we pointed out yesterday, 
the Wolff convention is cer- 
tainly meant for use by strong 
partnerships.
